The judge was 
powerless to quell him, and Geary 
knew it. 

Calls It “Old Army Game.” 

The gunman had been brought from 
Joliet to testify in behalf of Frank 
Rio, on trial in connection with the 
robbery of two bank messengers on an 
Illinois Central train last April. 

His appearance was characterized by 
State's Attorney Crowe as an atternpt 
on the part of Rio’s attorneys to work 
an old “army game,” wherein a life 
termer in a penitntiary is brought into 
court to make confessions to crimes 
which he did not commit in order that 
his friends might be released. To a 
life termer further punishment means 
nothing—it doesn’t hurt him how many 
sentences he serves concurrently.

“So long—I’m going back home!” he 
said. “‘I live with Warden Murphy at 
the big house.

Geary killed two men ih a holdup in 
1908. He was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment on one of the charges, but 
the state then tried him on the other. 
A similar sentence resulted. Geary 
escaped twice, the last time fn 1918. He 
was again rearrested last summer with 
Martin “ Big Six” Sichs in connection 
with the Clearing bank robbery. 

“That’s just one of the methods 
which unscrupulous lawyers use to 
keep criminals out of jail,” State's 
Attorney Crowe said. “ There’s about 
as much chance that Geary committed 
this robbery as there is that I did.

Late in the evening, after ending the 
questioning, the district attorney said 
that Mite.Normand had told’ bim 
“nothing that would throw any light 
on the case,” . 

“I may be mistaken,” Mr, Woolwine 
said, “but I believe Miss Normand is 
trying to. help us. I believe she is tell- 
ing us everything she knows about 

“She old us nothing tonight that 
would connect Edward F. Sands with 
the slaying.

Statement by Miss Normand. —

It is said that recently a number of 
shots have been fired into the homes 
of Catholics in Clady, and that the 
McFadden murder was a reprisal. 

The relatives of the sixty-odd Union- 
ist captives being detained by Sinn 
Feiners have received letters from sev- 
eral of the prisoners. The envelopes 
bore a Ballybay postmark. The writers 
stated they were suffering hardships 
on account of the cold. They did not 
give their location. It is believed that 
some are being detained in Ballybay 
| and others in Carrickmacross. i 


Sixty in Ballybay. 
, Last night sixty captives were de- 
[tained in Ballybay barracks, which 
Was guarded by men in green uni- 
forms. Over twenty automobiles were 
used in conveying the men. Thirty- 
seven captives were held in Carrick- 
macross barracks, to which thousands, 
including many loyalists, flocked to see 
the prisoners. It is believed that the 
cars carrying the captives were some 
of those handed over to the Irish by 
British army. 
A high official of the Irish repub- 
lican army siated today that the loyak 
ists are being held as hostages pending 
the release of the Sinn Feiners who 
were arrested at Dromore while en 
route to participate in a fotball game 
in Derry. These men, who were arrest- 
ed for having arms in their possession, 
will not be tried until March 15, so it 
is not clear just what the outcome of 
the present situation will be.

Undivided Profits, Parcel 
Post Also Affected. 


| Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—This 
program of soldiers’ bonus taxes was 
agreed upon today by a house ways 
and means subcommittee: 

TwWo and one-half per cent on the 
undivided profits of corporations, esti- 
mated to yield $22,000,000. 

On parcel, post packages on Which 
the postage amounts to 26 cents or 
more, a tax of 1 cent for each 25 cents 
or fraction thereof, yield $20,000,000. 

One cent a gallon on gasoline, yield 
$70,000,000. 

Twenty-five cents per horse 
on automobiles, yield $50,000,000. 

Double the present 10 per cent tax 
on amusement admissions where the 
charge exceeds 25 cents, yield 
$60,000,000. 


Stamps on Documents. 

Double existing documéntary stamp 
taxes, except in the case of sales or 
transfers of capital stock on which the 
rate would be increased from 1-50 of } 
per cent to 1-10 of 1 rer cent, yield 
$64,000,000. 
An increase of 50 cents per 1,000 in 
the tax on cigarets, yield $25,000,000. 
An increase of 2 cents a pound on 
smoking and chewing’ tobacco, yield 
$5,000,000.

STRIKE TIES UP 
CHINA SHIPPING; 


BY CHARLES DAILEY. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
HONGKONG, Feb. 10.—The sea- 
men’s strike here has developed into 
a political issue, as it now appears 
that the Southern Chinese government 
is attempting to turn the bad situa- 
tion to its own advantage. 
With 180 ships tied up in Hongkong 
harbor, to say nothing of the myriads 
of small river craft which carry food 
to populous southern Cnina, serious 


economic effects are being felt. The 
strike is unique in that it is virtual- 
ly free from disorders. 

Although each side vigorously de- 
nies it, it appears that the issue has 
passed from the ship owners and sea- 
men to the British crown colony of 
Hongkong and President*Sun Yat Sen’s 
constitutional government. However, 
Dr. C. C. Wu, the vice foreign minister 
of the Canton government and the son 
of Foreign Minister Wu Ting Fang, de- 
nied to THe TRIBUNE'S correspondent 
that his government is directing the 
strike, saying if the Hongkong govern- 
ment would keep its hand off traffic 
would be resumed. 

By tle suspension of traffic, the cus- 
toms offices at Canton are closed, caus- 
ing a daily loss exceeding 10,000 Mexi- 
can dollars ($5,000) which normally 
would go to the Peking government. 

' At the same time this loss cripples 
the tottering Peking ddministration, 
the revenue of the Canton railway is

‘HIGH RENTS AND HIGH 
TAXES. 


A Chicago statistician \asserts that rents aré 
cOming down on May 2, when 10,000 habitations 
in Chicago will be vacant. We want them down 
on May 1, when our new leases take effect, but we 
will not get them down. Why? 

One reason given, and a popular one, of course, 
is the greed of profiteering landlords. That can 
be overcome effectively only through more build- 
ing, which will leave their property vacant. 
can be accomplished in that way only if labor, 
capital, contractors, and material dealers wilf co- 
operate, with a reasonable prafit to each. That 
will be slow, but it is sure. 2 9 

But another reason why rents will not be down 
in the May 1 leases is the tax rate. It has gone 
up approximately 41 per cent in Chicago this year 
under the Thompson-Lundin-Small administration. 
Even a landlord who is not greedy must pass such 
taxes along to renters as unavoidable maintenance 
costs if he would keep his property on any reason- 
able basis of profit, It means increased rents, or 
where otherwise he might have reduced rents it 
means the old rate maintained to pay the huge 
tax increase. 

Every rent payer in Chicago suffers. Every rent 
payer becomes a tax payer. If only the bare 
amount of tax increase is added to the rent it is 
a burden, and in many cases it is made a pretext 
for an éven higher rent from which an unscrupu- 
lous landlord takes additional profit. 

That fs something the Thompson-Lundin-Small 
tégime has done for the common people. Forty- 
one per cent increase in tax bills means appre- 
clably higher rent. Remémber it when your new 
lease is submitted, and do not waste all your ener- 
gies in denouncing the landlord. Save some for 
the practical purpose of putting men into power 
who will conserve instead of waste the public 
funds, and will thereby reduce taxes, and eventu 
ally reduce your rent. 
In brief, thege are two ways to reduce rents. 
One is to build more habitations and thereby re- 
duce the arbitrary dominance of landlords over the 
renting market. The other is to reduce property 
maintenance costs, not the least of which is high 
taxes caused by extravagant political administra-

A great many experiments have been 
made in efforts to find the answer. 
are a few of the discoveries today: — 
The organ most concerned with growth 

the pituitary body. 


with the growth of the bones and 
muscles, and those determine stature. 

The rapid changes at puberty time are 
due to a reaction between the gonads 
and the pituitary. The pineal gland has 
a good deal to do with growth in child- 
hood, ’ does the thymus.. 

The thyroid gland serves to restrain 
growth or to hold it in check. I refer 
to bony growth. . 

Feeding thyroid, in addition to its effect 
on stature, causeg the liver, kidneys, 
spleen, lymph glands, and adrenals to 
grow large. It causes the thyroid gland 
to decréase in size, 

The thyroid has a good deal to do with 
growth of hair, skin, and nails. 

The parathyrold glands have nothing to 
do with growth. Feeding parathyroid in 
no way affects the size of rats nor the 
size of any of their organs. 


The rate of growth can be consider- 
ably modified by very radical modifica- 
tions of the diet. The best known of 
these modifications is leaving out the 
fat soluble A vitamine front the diet 
for a considerable period of time. |

GET THIS BEFORE KILLING 
YOUR HOGS. 

VERY point in killing hogs from 
the time the hog is stunned until 
the meat is cured and the soap 
grease is rendered and made into 

soap is covered in the new circular, 
“Farm Butchering and Curing of 

Pork,” recently published by the Uni- 

versity of Wisconsin. 

The author says that the relative 
high price for fresh and cured pork 
which the consumer is called upon to 
pay at the present time, in comparison 
with the price for the live hog, clearly 
shows the need for a wider practice of 
home butchering and curing of pork. 

He finds that winter is the most sat- 
isfactory time to kill hogs, because 
spring pigs are usually in best condi- 
tion for slaughter at this season and 
farm work is less pressing. But he 
thinks the most important reason for 
butchering in winter is that the meat 
is more easily preserved in either the 
fresh or cured state. 

According to the circular, it is best 
to limit the feed of the animal for at 
least eighteen hours before butchering; 
scald in water at a temperature of 160 
degrees Fahrenheit; allow the carcass 
to chil] for twenty-four hours before 


cutting, and begin salting the mieat 


twenty-four to thirty-six hours after 
killing. These and other facts about 
butchering are told briefly in this cir- 
cular, No. 139.
